The Belknap County Convention met in Room 5 of the 
Annex for an organization meeting and to consider such 
business as could legally be acted on. 

Present were Representatives Stuart B. Allan, Chair- 
man, Romeo deBlois, Walter D. McCarthy, Mrs. Ann Dear- 
born, Miss Margaret E. Normandin, George A. Head, Oscar 
C. Prescott, David O’Shan, Claude Foster, George W. Staf- 
ford, Kenneth W. Chamberlain, Mrs. Eda St. John, Lyle N. 
Watson, Lawrence W. Guild, Frank L. Uhlenberg, H. Thomas 
Urie, Olin A. Joslyn, Earle Randall and Clerk Helen Hayner. 

Pursuant to R.S.A. 29:8 relative to borrowing in antici- 
pation of taxes on motion of Representative O’Shan, second- 
ed by Representative Prescott: 

That the Commissioners of Belknap Coun- 
ty be authorized to borrow a sum of money 
not to exceed ONE HUNDRED FIFTY 
THOUSAND DOLLARS ($150,000.00) in 
anticipation of 1965 taxes. 

Discussion ensued as to expenditure of additional reve- 
nue on hand over estimated revenue for which a Public 
Hearing had been held on December 29, 1964 at which time, 
a quorum not being present, no legal action could be taken. 

Representative Stafford offers the following amend- 
ment to the motion stated, amendment accepted by Repre- 
sentative O’Shan. 

That the Executive Committee check into 
items for which additional revenue had 
been expended and report in writing to 
the County Convention. 


The motion, as amended, was voted unanimously by 
the full Convention.

Pursuant to RSA 24, the Belknap County Convention 
met in Room 5 of the Annex for the purpose of organization. 

The meeting was called to order by Representative 
O’Shan, dean of the Convention, who was named temporary 
era Representative Hayner was named temporary 
clerk. 

All members of the Convention were present except 
Rep. Matheson. 

Nominated for Chairman, Representative Allan, by 
Representative Uhlenberg, seconded by Representative 
Watson, and voted unanimously by all present. Representa- 
tive Allan was declared elected Chairman of the Convention 
for 1965-66. 

Nominated for Vice Chairman, Representative Urie, by 
Representative Prescott, seconded by Representative Uhlen- 
berg, and voted unanimously. Representative Urie was de- 
clared elected Vice Chairman for 1965-66. 

Chairman Allan, now presiding, calls for nomination 
for Clerk. Representative Hayner is nominated by Repre- 
sentative McCarthy, seconded by Representative Prescott, 
and voted unanimously for the 1965-66 terms at the same 
renumeration as previously established, 

On motion of Representative Stafford, duly seconded, 
that the Chairman appoint a seven man Executive Com- 
mittee, the Chair names the following: Chairman, Oscar C. 
Prescott; Vice Chairman, Margaret E. Normandin; Lawrence 
W. Guild, David O’Shan, Claude W. Foster, Frank L. Uhlen- 
berg and Kenneth W. Chamberlain, Sr. 

On motion of Representative Urie, the Clerk was in- 
structed to cast one ballot for the slate as presented. They 
were declared duly elected. 

Chairman Allan states, Chairman, Vice Chairman and 
Clerk are ex-officio on all committees, the Clerk will also 
serve the Executive Committee. 

Representative Uhlenberg moves that all business of 
the Convention hearings and other would be under the Rules 
of the House as adopted. Seconded by Representative Staf- 
ford and carried. 

Representative O’Shan calls attention to the Public 
Hearing, at which time, a quorum not being present no le- 
gal business could be transacted; however, money is needed 
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to transact county business. Three towns have not paid 
their share of the county tax as yet. 

Representative Stafford objects to such business being 
transacted at this time. 

Representative Urie states, “It is a matter for the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. However, it is evident that money is 
needed and it is also evident that the Commissioners have 
overspent this past year in excess of the budget appropriated. 
Rather than prolong this business, since the full Convention 
is here, I see no reason why action cannot be taken.” 

Representative deBlois discusses overspending, He 
would like more specific information to bring back to his 
constituents. He could not vote for overspending. 

Representative Urie quotes RSA as to overspending. 

Representative Stafford states talking is not the an- 
swer. Some decisive action should be taken to control this 
business. 

Representative Normandin inquires as to whether the 
Commissioners have spent this additional revenue and what 
for. 

Motion by Representative O’Shan, Re: $150,000.00, sec- 
onded by Representative Prescott. (Motion enclosed under 
separate copy.) 

Discussion ensued as to expenditures, with several mem- 
bers voicing their opposition to overspending. Several sug- 
gestions are offered to prevent future excessive spending, 

Representative Stafford offers the following amend- 
ment to Representative O’Shan’s motion and inquires if 
Mr. O’Shan will accept amendment. He replies in the affirma- 
tive. 

“That the Executive Committee check 
items for which additional revenue was 
spent and report in writing to the County 
Convention.” 
The motion amended was voted unanimously by members 
present. 

Representative Guild discusses Area roads whether 
public or private property, policing etc. 

Representative Stafford states he is looking into the 
laws right away at the request of a constituent. 

Representative Foster inquires as to road patrol on 
public roads. 

Representative Chamberlain cites case of Town of Al- 
ton back road relative to recent accidents. 

Representative Urie discusses Area accident. 

Representative McCarthy moves the decision be referred 
to the County Attorney. It was so voted. 
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Representative Head suggests that specific time for 
Convention meeting be established. 

Representative Prescott replies that this arrangement 
is not feasible as members all want a different time and 
date; consequently the time and date set by Chairman. 

Representative O’Shan calls for organization of La- 
conia delegation on motion of Representative McCarthy, 
seconded by Representative deBlois. Representative Staf- 
ford was named Chairman. On motion of Representative 
deBlois, Ann Dearborn was named Clerk for the 1965-66 
session. (Report elsewhere) 

Meeting adjourned at 2:48 P. M.

BELKNAP COUNTY CONVENTION 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
COURT HOUSE - LACONIA, N. H. - February 5, 1965 


The meeting called to order by Chairman Prescott at 
2:37 P. M. with the following members present: Representa- 
tives Miss Normandin, Vice Chairman, Guild, O’Shan, Fos- 
ter, Uhlenberg, Chamberlain, Delegation Chairman Allan. 
Also present were Commissioners Atwood and Ruel, Com- 
missioner Hubbard, absent. 

Chairman Prescott stated purpose of meeting was to 
review tentative Budget for 1965. 

In the absence of Chairman Hubbard, Commissioner 
Atwood presented the breakdown of estimated revenue anti- 
cipated for the year as follows: County Farm $145,000.00 
approximately $13,000.00 more than last year, 

Chairman Prescott questions amount of revenue for 
the year 1964 from what source estimated revenue $132,- 
000.00 actual revenue $155,264.88 or $23,264.83 over 
estimate. 

Commissioner Atwood explained part of the actual from 
several sources; old bills due Infirmary (total not given) 
sale of equipment, silo etc. $3,188.34, and auction held 
amounted to $1,015.04, all included in above total actual 
revenue. 

Chairman Prescott inquires as to payment of $22,449.47 
for furniture at the Infirmary, 

Commissioner Atwood explains full amount paid, how- 
ever, that an approximate amount of $7,449.47 was antici- 
pated from the Federal Government. 
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The major portion of estimated revenue as shown in 
the budget, from the County Farm, smaller amounts from 
Board and Care of Children and office rent. Representative 
Foster inquires as to source of rent, is informed paid for 
office rent by the State Public Health. 


Commissioner Atwood presents expenditures, item by 
item. The first six items set by statute. 

Some small budget increases are noted, in keeping 
with the amount spent in 1964, expenditures all of which 
were close to the amount appropriated. 

Superior Court shows an increase, also an added ap- 
propriation for Jury meals. A special appropriation for a file, 
ladder, typewriter, jury chairs and cushions in the amount 
of $1,883.00 

County Home budget of $230,000.00 or a $5,000.00 in- 
crease over 1964. Jail and House of Correction shows re- 
quest for $22,075.00 or an increase of $12,775.00 over 1964, 
which was explained by the need of more supervision. 

Old Age Assistance increase due to added applications 
for O. A. A. 

Board and Care of Children, which is due for an in- 
crease in rates this year through legislation. 

Discussion as to several phases of operation at the 
County Home. 

Number of employees, wages and hours, maintenance, 
fringe benefits, comparison to wages etc, with those paid 
at the Laconia Hospital and the State School was drawn by 
Commissioner Atwood who also stated all employees had 
been given a raise, including the Superintendent, as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1965. 

Representative Chamberlain inquires as to how the 
Wage and Hour effected the Home, is informed institutions 
were not under this law. 

Chairman Prescott inquires as to whether the boiler 
installed previously was in use now. 

Commissioner Ruel explains, newly installed system 
takes care of laundry and all other heating operations. (City 
gas used for cooking). 

Sewage system discussed. Supt, Beach states some 
problems involved with the old dry well system, filter beds 
have worked well. 

Commissioner Ruel states system condemned by the 
City of Laconia. Mr. Pitman stated no money available in 
the City Budget to proceed with the project, 

Commissioner Ruel discusses projected plans 700 feet 
over Caterino land. A lower level pipe setting was explained. 

Supt. Beach discusses his needs for the County Home, 
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Infirmary, Jail and House of Correction; a warm service 
cart to keep food warm in transit, an adding machine to 
facilitate office work, savings accrued by putting provisions 
out to bids. Also a fence to keep out intruders and primarily 
for exercise for the prisoners. 

Supt. Beach states he has conferred with Sheriff Crock- 
ett as to moving his radio and communication equipment 
to the County Home. Such a setup would provide better 
safety and policing coverage for the town, as well as the 
county, since a person was on duty at all times at the County 
Home to answer and relay calls. Also Civilian Defense would 
cooperate fully. 

Commissioner Ruel discusses the service that would be 
available after the communications were installed at the 
County Home. At present, due to lack of personnel in the 
sheriff’s office, no coverage is available for several hours 
and at night, The advantage of having a clerk for the sher- 
iff’s office was discussed. Records and case histories have to 
be kept up to date. More field work could be covered by the 
sheriff and deputies, if such help was provided. 

The population of the Jail and House of Correction, 
the cost of meals for the institution was given by Supt. 
Beach. Also the advantage of having a county doctor who 
visits daily and in emergencies care for the patients of 
other doctors, at their request, as well as members of the 
County Home family. 

Chairman Prescott inquires as to whether a deputy 
sheriff would be needed for this communication setup. 

Commissioner Atwood replies, “We will use our own 
deputies except for some communications.” 


Special appropriations requested include: 


Register of Deeds - for 10-year index $3,616.00 
Repairs Court House 3,357.50 
Clerical Help, Sheriff 1,500.00 
Supplies and Equipment, Clerk of Court 1,883.00 
Furniture & Equipment, Extension Service 1,500.00 
Maps, Register of Deeds 360.00 


Interest and payment of Infirmary Bonds and long term 
notes is as follows: Interest $8,960.00, payment Bonds 
$15,000.00, Notes $20,000.00, total payment $438,960.00. 

Extension Service are requesting an increase over 1964 
of $1,577.00 or $15,397.00 for 1965, 

A total budget, as presented, of $493,644.50, amount 
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to be raised by taxation $836,877.27. An increase of 
$39,802.96 over 1964 to be raised by taxation.

A meeting of the Belknap County Convention was held 
on the above date for the purpose of a Public Hearing on 
the County Budget as presented by the Commissioners. 
(copy attached to original minutes) with the following 
present: 

Representatives Mrs. St. John, Watson, Matheson, Guild, 
Uhlenberg, Allan, Joslyn, Randall, deBlois, Mrs, Dearborn, 
Miss Normandin, Head, Prescott, O’Shan, Foster, Stafford 
and Clerk Hayner. Also present were the three Commission- 
ers, County Attorney Brouillard, Extension Service repre- 
sentatives, Chiefs of Police of Laconia, Belmont and Tilton, 
Sheriff Crockett and deputies, also interested spectators. 

Chairman Allan opens meeting stating that the Rules 
of the House of Representatives would apply to the meeting, 
however, some questions might be asked. 

Commissioner Atwood, Clerk of the Board of Commis- 
sioners presents the tentative Budget as follows: Calling at- 
tention to the amount paid for furniture $22,449.47 — % 
to be received as a Federal grant from the Government 
not included in this budget. 

First four items and Sheriff’s salary fixed by law 
(a-b-c-d-f eg) Medical Referees and Autopsies appropria- 
tion based on last years expenditures.

Clerk Tilton explains requested Special Appropriation, 
chairs, cushions for Jury Room and table, typewriter, filing 
cabinets and ladder. 

Representatives deBlois and Stafford question feasibili- 
ty of buying through the State Purchasing Department. 
Clerk Tilton states no objection if savings can be had, how- 
ever, discount would be given on equipment, 

Sheriff Crockett discusses increase in the budget re- 
quested, stating for the past six years he has requested an 
appropriation for clerical help and has been turned down. 
This year he would like to receive same, as it would make 
more efficient operation, records and case histories. 

A radio repeater station on Mount Belknap, which would 
tie in with the County Home where turnkeys could monitor 
it. Gilford, Tilton, Belmont, Sanbornton and Alton town po- 
lice want to be tied in with the installation. The sheriff’s 
and police cars hereabouts would be tied in. Chief Knowlton, 
Laconia; Chief Sweeney, Belmont also Chief Williams, Til- 
ton supported such an installation, as more coverage would 
be given city and towns in the area since it would be on a 24 
hour basis of coverage. 


Public Welfare: 


County Farm $230,000.00 increase of $ 5,000.00 
Jail & House of Correction: 
Fence $1,400.00 $ 22,075.00 increase of $12,775.00 


This Jail increase questioned by Rep. Stafford, also ap- 
propriation for fence. Commissioner Atwood explains more 
turnkeys needed for three shifts. Fence for exercise for 
prisoners and to keep out intruders who may take unwanted 
articles to prisoners. 


Old Age Assistance $28,000.00 increase of $1,000.00 

Board & Care of Children $20,000.00 increase of $2,000.00 
(possible rate increase by legislation) 

Veterans Aid $ 5,000.00 reduced $1,000.00 

Office Expense $ 9,000.00 

Welfare Administration $ 3,200.00 
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Representative Watson inquires as to need of outside 
help. Commissioner Atwood explains help needed for super- 
vision of prisoners as well as some County Welfare cases 
who receive orders and work for same. Further question by 
Rep. Watson as to truck purchase, would it not be possible 
to buy through the Federal Surplus. Commissioner Atwood 
replies if ‘Belknap County Infirmary was registered as a 
hospital, we would be considered eligible. 


Interest and Payment: 


Long Term Notes & Bonds: 


Interest $ 8,960.00 
Payment $35,000.00 


Commissioner Atwood states Infirmary Bonds are in- 
vested and drawing interest. 


Rep. Stafford inquires as to Court House special appro- 
priation, is informed, as presented, only an estimate. 


Rep. deBlois discusses chairs for Commissioners, 


Mayor Bownes requests that the Convention consider 
doubling or possibly tripling the appropriation of $3,000.00 
for the maintenance of the Laconia Airport which serves 
the whole Lakes Region. He said Laconia paid for the Air- 
port improvements, most recent being the $480,000.00 for 
runways extension of which the Federal Government paid 
50% and states 20% Laconia’s share being $120,000.00. 


Rep. O’Shan states that the County used to give 
$2,000.00 now $3,000.00 for snow removal. 


Mayor Bownes replies the City paid $15,500.00 for this 
year also further expenditures expected are $32,000.00 and 
$400,000.00 of which Laconia will pay one fourth. He said 
that it will relieve the City if the County would appropriate 
$9,000.00 

Speaking in support of Mayor Bownes request was Hor- 
ace Ballard of Gilford, charter member of the Lakes Region 
Flying Club and Selectman John Weeks, member of the Air- 
port Authority, also asked for nine or ten thousand dollars. 
Mayor Bownes states, to be fair and equitable and not such 
a burden to the Laconia taxpayer the County should pay a 
larger share, possibly double the current appropriation. All 
county residents who are receiving service should help pay 
for upkeep, as to construction, he explains, Federal partici- 
pation 50% State 25%. and City 25%. It is very important 
we extend this transportation since trains are getting 
obsolete. 

Representative Guild inquires whether there is bonded 
indebtedness. 


Commissioner Hubbard reports on the proposed sewage 
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project, county appropriation made more than a year ago to 
connect County Home with sewer trunk line. He said, that 
the City of Laconia has not reached, as yet, in its sewer ex- 
tension within 700’ of the County Home, He said, it was im- 
material which way the sewer came in, up old North Main 
Street, or the new highway, by passing upper North Main 
Street, so long as it came within 700’ of the Home. 


Extension Service: 


Robert Talbot, Chairman, speaks for the Extension Ser- 
vice, which asked additional funds to furnish the two new 
offices to be added on the first floor of the Forestry Build- 
ing under the remodelling plan. He stated, Mrs. Bardsley, 
Home Demonstration Agent, who has been on half time is 
retiring shortly. Mrs. Kincade is the second Agent. He said 
this added new offices would allow for cooking and sewing 
demonstrations, the estimated cost is $1,500.00. 

Mrs, Weeks, Treasurer, concurs with Mr. Talbot and 
hopes that this appropriation be included in the budget. 

Horace Ballard explains the expansion of the Extension 
program, only 25% required from the County, 75% State 
and Federal. We do not pay for office space or janitor serv- 
ices. The new equipment requested is needed for the pro- 
jected services. 

Rep. Guild inquires as to HB 48, is informed that State 
funds for agent’s salaries who cross State lines made avail- 
able through legislation. 

Commissioner Atwood asks if Commissioner Ruel has 
anything he would like to say. 

Commissioner Ruel replies, “I am in favor of Clerical 
help for Sheriff Crockett.” 

Rep. Guild inquires as to whether an audit of financial 
statement had been given by a Certified Public Accountant. 
Commissioner Atwood replies we have given such to the 
Secretary of State. 

Rep. deBlois compliments Commissioners on the new 
County Infirmary.

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
April 27, 1965 


The Executive Committee of the Belknap County Con- 
vention met at the Commissioners’ office to review the 
quarterly expenditures and to discuss the Budget. 

Present were Representatives Prescott, Chairman; 
Guild, O’Shan, Uhlenberg, Foster, Urie, Allan and Clerk 
Hayner. 

The expenditures, item by item, were discussed. Most 
items were in line with the appropriation except Direct Re- 
lief which shows more than half expended due to expensive 
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hospital and other cases. 

County Home expenditures are explained by Commis- 
sioner Atwood, number of nurses, aides and other help, 
scale of pay and fringe benefits etc. 

Rep. O’Shan inquires as to whether nurses or other 
help get meals. 

Commissioner Atwood replies one meal is given and a 
coffee break, meal costing 33¢. 

Discussion as to Surplus Foods, truck to deliver same 
needed, too expensive to hire food delivered. 

Rep. O’Shan inquires as to price paid for milk. 

Rep. Urie inquires as to amount of interest received 
for Bond issue invested. 

Rep. Prescott states, we should be getting 414%. It 
was stated 3.2% was received from issue invested. Rep. 
Prescott reiterates we should be getting 414%. 

Rep. Foster, as to fence appropriation is informed same 
is included in Jail and House of Correction. Further inquires 
as to clerical help for the Sheriff’s office. 

Rep. Guild asks whether it is possible for the present 
bookkeeper to take care of books to show necessary informa- 
tion of County’s financial status. 

Commissioner Atwood states the system as set up at 
the County Infirmary does give a concise picture. 

Commissioner Hubbard to Chairman Prescott, ‘You 
have all the figures you need here, of course it can be car- 
ried further, the bookkeeper has to have two systems, cash 
basis and accrual.” 

Commissioner Ruel states Budget should be broken 
down so everyone may know what each individual appropria- 
tion is for. 

Uhlenberg states this is not a profit and loss 
system, 


Discussion as to Extension Service request for increased 
budget. 


Rep. Urie states the Extension Service no longer agri- 
cultural. 


Rep. Uhlenberg explains the several activities carried 
on by the different departments, states they certainly are 
an asset to Belknap County. The special appropriation re- 
quested is for equipment for the new office setup when the 
new building is ready. 


Commissioner states a bookkeeper is needed at the 
County Home, since the new bookkeeping has been in opera- 
tion, as much information on the operation and expenditures 
is available in monthly reports. 
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EXECUTIVE SESSION 


April 27, 1965 


After the regular meeting adjourned the Chairman 
called an executive session to discuss the Budget which is 
considered extensive, consensus being that same should be 
presented to the full Convention at an early date. 

Interest on Bond Issue discussed, the interest considered 
too low.

A meeting called for the purpose of reviewing the Bud- 
get with the following members present: Representatives 
stuart Allan, Chairman; Oscar C. Prescott, Chairman Ex- 
ecutive Committee; Chamberlain, St. John, Watson, Guild, 
Uhlenberg, Urie, Joslyn, Randall. Laconia: deBlois, Mc- 
Carthy, Ann Dearborn, Margaret Normandin, Prescott, 
O’Shan, Hayner, Foster. 

The meeting was opened at 1:14 P. M. by Convention 
Chairman Allan who reads the resignation of Mr. Carl Red- 
mond from the Area Commission due to business interests, 
which take him outside the state. On motion of Rep. Wat- 
son, the resignation was accepted with regret and the Clerk 
instructed to write him accordingly, extending the apprecia- 
tion of the Convention. 

Chairman Allan turned the meeting over to Rep. Pres- 
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cott, Chairman of the Executive Committee, who proceeded 
to review the 1965 Budget, First item being the estimated 
revenue for 1965 of $145,000.00. This amount was considered 
low since $157,752.68 was taken in in 1964, this was added 
revenue from sales of surplus equipment and auction. Clerk 
stated since this Budget was set up HB 25 has been in the 
process of being passed, now in the Appropriations (Chair- 
man Prescott states, will pass) which will increase the pa- 
tient day care by .75c for 1965 and .75c for 1966. With some 
seventy Welfare cases this would increase the revenue. Rep. 
Watson estimates increase of day rate will more than offset 
the increase in Estimated Revenue, 

Rep. Uhlenberg states he would like to move that such 
increases of revenue be set aside in a Capital Reserve Fund. 

Rep. Normandin does not agree, as such moneys should 
be for current revenue, this was the consensus of the 
Convention. 

On motion of Rep. Urie, seconded by Rep. Uhlenberg 
that the estimated revenue be increased to $155,000.00. This 
was voted unanimously. 

Discussion as to County Home Tax, Rep. Urie left to 
confer with Commissioner Atwood, who was in the House. 
She stated that a recent conference with Mayor Lessard was 
favorable for abatement. 

Rep. Guild inquires as to why the County is taxed - 
Not in business. 

Rep. Urie moves that the sum of $3,000.00, budgeted 
for taxes, be deleted from the Budget. This was seconded 
by Rep. Normandin and carried. 

Rep, Allan discusses Direct Relief and Veterans Aid, 
not adequate for the needs. 

Rep. McCarthy moves that Direct Relief be increased 
from $3,000.00 to $6,000.00, seconded by Rep. Uhlenberg 
and carried. Rep. Urie moves that Veterans Aid be increased 
by $1,000.00 from $5,000.00 to $6,000.00, seconded by Rep. 
Allan and carried. 

Jail and House of Correction Budget considered to be 
extensive. Care of the City of Laconia and other town 
prisoners, from which no financial return is made, does cost 
more. Rep. Guild asks as to reason Laconia does not reim- 
burse for prisoners. Is informed other towns do not pay for 
care of prisoners. 

Rep. Urie discusses time-off and replacement of help 
at the Infirmary, Rep. Guild states when employees are out, 

others do double duty for them in most lines of business, no 
extra help hired. 


Rep. McCarthy inquires as to reciprocity between the 
City and County as to ploughing etc. 
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Rep. deBlois discusses Court House Budget stating he 
has contacted State Purchasing, as to chairs ete. A saving 
of $443.00 can be made, reducing the Budget to $1,440.00 
from amount requested, $1,883.00. He moves that this Bud- 
get be accepted as above. Motion seconded by Rep, McCarthy 
and carried. 


Rep. Watson is unhappy about the whole Budget and 
cannot vote for same and wishes to be so recorded. Should 
have more conference with the Commissioners. 

A heated discussion as to the pros and cons of the 
value of the Airport to the County, several members partici- 
pating. Rep. deBlois quotes from previous Public Hearing, 
the need for increased funds by Mayor Bownes. Approxi- 
mating amounts expended, more than $20,000.00 over the 
past years, a need for $10,000.00 or more now to meet the 
improvements as planned, Consensus being that industry 
and business needed the airport and the contribution should 
be increased. Rep. deBlois moves that the appropriation be 
increased from $3,000.00 to $6,000.00 included in the cur- 
rent Budget, seconded by Rep. Guild and voted by show of 
hands as 7 in favor and 6 opposed, 4 not voting. 

Extensions Service Budget discussed. Rep. Uhlenberg 
explains more that 2/3 of the 4-H children are from the 
City of Laconia, the many programs projected by the work- 
ers are an asset to the County. 


Rep. Uhlenberg moves that the Budget, as revised, with 
increases and decreases, be passed. This motion seconded by 
Rep. Allan. By show of hands 12 in favor, Rep. Urie and 
Watson opposed. 

Some members had to leave before this vote was taken, 
due to committee commitments. 


Meeting adjourned on motion or Rep. McCarthy.

Rep. deBlois presented the name of Harold Noreen, gave 
his qualification and stated also that he runs a ski school 
for children. 


Rep. Chamberlain inquires if any formal application 
had been received with resume as to background. He requests 
that such resumes be on file for review. 


Chairman Allan now calls to the attention of the mem- 
bers the needs for money to carry on the County business. 
The Commissioners ask for authorization to borrow 
$75,000.00 in anticipation of taxes. 


“On motion of Rep. Uhlenberg, seconded 
by Rep. McCarthy and voted unanimously.

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Chairman Allan read a letter from Stacy Cole, Chair- 
man of Municipal and County Government, to get an ex- 
pression of the Convention as to setting salaries for the 
County Attorney and Registrar of Deeds. 

Rep. deBlois said fees for Deeds would go up, if the 
Registrar was on salary.

Rep. Normandin explained it was a question of having 
the Registrars of Deeds on straight salaries, rather than 
fees and salaries. With higher fees the state hopes more 
money would be realized. 

After discussion, final decision being; individuals would 
appear before the House Committee Hearings to give their 
opinions rather than have the Convention take any stand. 
Heretofore, Conventions have acted on increases, this year 
all Registers and County Attorneys of the ten counties have 
been lumped together in a single bill.

Discussion as to the County Attorney and Register of 
Deeds Bills. Chairman Allan states he spoke at the executive 
session of the Committee on County Government, stating 
Belknap County’s views on the matter. The Convention hav- 
ing voted to make their own decisions as to pay etc. rather 
than have the State do so, states further, a number of bills 
relating to the same subject, County Officers’ salary ete. 
much indecision shown by other counties, as to procedure, 
however, Belknap County Convention wished to be recorded 
opposed to the Bill and in favor of granting the increase in 
salary to the County Attorney, would continue as of the 
present setup with the Deeds office. 

Rep. deBlois opposed to HB 423 as to recording of 
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Deeds, fees would double. Further discussion as to Register 
of Deeds fees vs. salary, consensus of opinion being the 
present setup of the Deeds office be continued for the 
present.

The first seven items well within the amount budgeted, 
one item unexpended. 

Expenses of County Officers show an overdraft of 
$1,681.71. A refund of $572.00 for County Treasurer, Parker, 
reeset bond for the new Treasurer included in expendi- 
ures. 

Rep. Guild objects to such overdraft, with no money 
for the coming six months in the Budget. 

Commissioner Atwood explains items charged to this 
expense, County report, bonding etc. 

Rep. Guild replies he disapproves of arrangement, 
very poor system, such an overdraft at the half year should 
be rectified. 

Registers of Deeds and Probate also Care of Court 
House within the amount appropriated. 

Superior Court and Sheriff’s Dept. within their 
appropriations. 

Public Welfare: County Home and Infirmary show 
more than half the amount appropriated expended, some 
increase in revenue shown. 
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Jail and House of Correction show an unexpended bal- 
ance of $13,169.10. Mr. Beach reports he has received Bids 
on the proposed fence and expects installation as soon as 
eee of the House of Correction is completed (upper 
story). 

Rep. Guild inquires as to whether the Towns contribute 
to board of prisoners. 

Supt. Beach replies in the negative, a verbal arrangement 
with Laconia, police aid etc. for care of prisoners. A reha- 
bilitation program for prisoners is being contemplated in the 
near future. 

The General Welfare picture for Poor Off the Farm 
shows an increase due to unemployment, illness etc. Com- 
missioners of the opinion that increased work less aid given 
would possibly be enough. 

Care of Children and Ald Age Assistance unpredictable, 
mostly on the increase, sizeable amounts expended. 

Office expense and Welfare Administration within the 
amount appropriated. 

Rep. Guild discusses at length the bookkeeping system, 
stating present system inadequate, unbusinesslike should 
be replaced by a new system as soon as possible, 

Commissioner Ruel states, not good, in favor of a new 
system. 

Further discussion as to Commissioners procedure and 
overspending. 

Commissioner Atwood explains procedure requesting 
permission from the Executive Committee to use revenue on 
hand etc. 

Rep. Guild states all requests in Budget approved, why 
overspending? This Delegation should not approve the Bud- 
get, the figures received each month do not show a true 
picture or comparison of previous year. 

Clerk shows Rep. Guild yearly comparison in back sheet. 

Rep. Guild states this delegation should make a number 
of changes. 

Clerk states County Delegation are only an advisory 
body, have no power to make changes, calls on Chairman 
Prescott to explain powers and duties of the Delegation and 
the Commissioners who are elected officials to run the 
County. 

Rep. Chamberlain interjects the Towns cannot over- 
spend. 

Delegation Chairman Allan states a meeting of the full 
delegation will be held in the near future to elect a member 
to the Area Commission at which time the present book- 
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keeping system will be discussed. 

Further discussion of several members as to their 
ideas of accounting and a setup for the County. 

Meeting adjourned on motion of Rep. O’Shan, seconded 
by Rep. Uhlenberg.

Allan stating purpose, election of one member to the Area 
Commission for a five year term, the term of Kenneth Ran- 
dall having expired. 

Present were Chairman Allan, Representatives Cham- 
berlain, St. John, Watson, Matheson, Guild, Uhlenberg, de- 
Blois, Dearborn, Normandin, Head, Prescott, O’Shan, Fos- 
ter, Stafford, Urie, Randall and Clerk Hayner, also County 
Attorney Brouillard was present. 

Chairman Allan read a letter from Kenneth Randall re- 
questing consideration, since he was vitally interested in the 
Area operation, he would like to succeed himself. 


Rep. Uhlenberg places the name of Kenneth Randall 
for election, seconded by Rep. Urie who also moves nomina- 
tions be closed. By show of hands, fifteen voting in the af- 
firmative, Rep. Stafford abstaining (St. John & Matheson 
not yet present). Chairman Allan declares Kenneth Randall 
elected for a five year term to the Area Commission. 


While waiting for Dana Beane to arrive, Rep. deBlois 
requests permission to report for the sub-committee for the 
Court House. He had conferred with the Commissioners at 
their request on the needed repairs, Court Room windows 
need painting and puttying, stairs in need of repairs, out- 
dated flags in the Court Room, none in the Probate Office 
and other needed up-dating. Discussion ensued as to funds 
for same. 

Mr. Beane arrives and is presented by Chairman Allan 
who states that the County bookkeeper is retiring because 
of ill health. Mr. Beane has conferred with Commissioners 
as to the installation of a new and modern system of ac- 
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counting. 


The new system will implement the system installed at 
the County Infirmary in June 1964 but will be extended to 
cover all phases of the County’s business. 


The new system involves use of the new computor ac- 
counting made available through the Beane Accounting Serv- 
ice which is an affiliate of the Industries Computor System 
of New Jersey, should provide up to the minute information 
on all phases of County finance, should not be more expen- 
sive than the present system. Inquiry by Rep. Urie as to 
cost, Mr. Beane replies, “In vicinity of $2,000.00”. 

After considerable discussion, Rep. Stafford moves, sec- 
onded by Rep. Urie, “That this Convention accept recom- 
mendation offered by Mr. Beane and the Executive Commit- 
tee be instructed to work with the Commissioners on this 
setup for the balance of the year.” Sixteen members voting 
in the affirmative, two abstaining. Rep. deBlois wishes to 
be recorded as opposed. 


Rep. Urie makes a motion, seconded by Clerk Hayner, 
“That this Convention go on record of appreciation to Mr. 
Aiken for his many years of service and he be so notified 
by letter.”’ This motion was unanimous. 


Rep. deBlois discusses Court House repairs suggesting 
some money might be available from the $12,500.00 which 
was a budgetary item a few years back used to settle an 
Area accident. At a recent Court session in Plymouth, he 
said, it was settled for $6,500.00. Consensus of opinion of 
members being that the remaining $6,000.00 was the tax- 
payers money and should not be considered in the general 
fund. Apparently very little money is left of $3,357.99 ap- 
propriated for current repairs now in process. Also it was 
stated that the $6,000.00 was probably already spent as it 
did go into the general fund and was not set aside, Discus- 
sion as to prolonging the needed repairs would entail greater 
expense due to deterioration, if put over to be appropriated in 
the 1966 Budget. 

A motion by Rep. Stafford, seconded by Rep. Urie, that 
the Court House sub-committee be authorized to make a sur- 
vey of the needed repairs, bring in specifications and esti- 
mates and present them for action to the Convention at a 
future meeting. This motion voted unanimously. 


Rep. O’Shan states flags will be presented to the new 
addition at the Infirmary by the Legion. Rep. deBlois sug- 
gests letter of thanks when flags received. 


Discussion as to date of next meeting to coincide with 
the seasonal weather for outside painting should be under- 
taken. Thursday, Sept. 16, 1965 at 7:30 P. M. at the Court 
Room was the date decided on when above report will be 
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given.

Stair treads leading to the Court Room should be re- 
placed, an estimate of $325.00 for 5’ wide 5’ long, non-skid 
material in several shades. 

The Sheriff’s department in need of painting, paint and 
varnish for which an amount of $200.00 was estimated, the 
work to be done by the Sheriff’s department. 

Thirty four windows in need of repairs, for which an 
estimate of $1,200.00 was submitted. 


The chimney in need of repairs. 


Rep. Urie states, to his knowledge, no budgetary re- 
quest for Court House repairs or maintenance has ever been 
deleted from the Budget for the past several years. The 1965 
amount of $3,357.50 was granted. At this particular time, 
excessive expenditures would tend to increase the County 
nan rate, needed repairs could well be included in the 1966 

udget. 


Commissioner Hubbard states, Rep. deBlois’s report is 
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his own, not a request of the Commissioners, major repairs 
could well go over to another year. 

Commissioner Ruel reads the report of repair expendi- 
tures over the past five years. 

Discussion ensued as to the amount of paint needed for 
the Sheriff’s office. Welfare labor to do painting in other 
offices and basement, 

Rep. McCarthy opposed to the use of Welfare labor. 

Rep. Prescott: Bill passed to work able bodied applicants 
for help when ever possible to do so. 

Rep. deBlois states, a salesman for a local concern stat- 
ed he would install stair treads as to specification for 
$295.00. 

On motion of Rep. Urie, seconded by Rep. Prescott and 
carried by show of hands, 15 voting in the affirmative 1 
opposed. 

“That the sum of $395.00 dollars be au- 
thorized expended for Court House re- 
pairs: $295.00 for installing new stair 
treads. $100.00 for paint and varnish, 
Sheriff’s offices.”

Registers of Deeds and Probate within the amount 
budgeted. 

Care and Supplies, Court House, will possibly have ade- 
quate for the balance of the year. 

Superior Court: As of this date, does not show any over- 
draft, however, with another term of court in session and 
since the County is now responsible for litigation expenses 
which the State no longer assumes, the heavy case load 
could incur a possible overdraft in some categories. 

Public Welfare: County Infirmary expenses discussed. 
Supt. Beach states possible need for additional funds to finish 
the year; he explained loss of revenue from two rooms and 
the non-arrival of beds ordered. 

Poor Off Farm: All categories running very close to 
amount budgeted, with continued good employment and 
no serious health problems, other than increase in number 
of Dependent Children and possible increase in Old Age As- 
sistance applications, the Commissioners are hopeful to 
stay within the Budget. Commissioner Atwood states Wel- 
fare worker had resigned. 


Discussion as to more efficient and modern operation 
in processing deeds etc. in the Deeds office. Rep. Guild sta- 
tes he has copying machines in his office and explains 
same. Rep. Normandin explains modern method in use at 
other County offices and will get information on same. 


Commissioner Hubbard presents Deputy Register Hill- 
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iard who explains needs and procedure for greater efficiency 
and more up to date methods of indexing and copying etc. 
States, to her knowledge, all counties, with the exception of 
Belknap and one other, are equipped with such machines as 
discussed. Rep, Guild as to procedure to acquire such equip- 
ment. 
Commissioner Atwood replies would have to be a special 
appropriation included in the next Budget. 
A later meeting discussed, no date set. Meeting 
adjourned.

At the request of the County Commissioners, the Execu- 
tive Committee met with them to discuss expenditures and 
possible overdraft. The following members were present: 
Chairman Prescott, Guild, Uhlenberg, O’Shan, Delegation 
Chairman Allan and Clerk Hayner, also present were Supt. 
Beach and the three Commissioners, 

Executive Committee Chairman Prescott reads request 
from the Commissioners to borrow $25,000.00 for a period 
of 30 days, also to spend $6,000.00 in the general fund (Area 
accident reimbursement) to meet operational deficits at the 
County Home. 

Supt. Beach discusses operational procedure at County 
Home, number of patients, days of care, number of nurses, 
aides, orderlies, cost of bed and ambulatory patients, State 
payments, lack of revenue from 4 rooms due to new construc- 
tion. 

Mr. Beane discusses new system of accounting which 
should be helpful to keep within the Budget, as all operation- 
al department statistics, at the County Home, are shown on 
monthly report, also profit, loss, cost etc. This report to be 
furnished to the members of the Convention. 

Commissioner Hubbard states an honest Budget for 
operational needs at the County Home had been presented 
for 1965 and was cut by the Convention as reason for defi- 
cit now. 

Chairman Prescott states that with practically all new 
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building and equipment, less expense would be incurred in 
maintenance the coming year. With the new accounting 
set-up, all phases could be kept in line to remain within the 
amount budgeted with adequate funds for operation. 

Population of the Jail & House of Correction showed an 
increase over previous year, also, cost of operating increased 
substantially. 

Rep. Guild again inquires as why towns do not pay for 
prisoners. 

Commissioner Hubbard replies most towns not equip- 
ped to do so, no jail, County has always assumed responsi- 
bility for lock-ups. 

Discussion as to Budgetary items followed. Commission- 
er Atwood stated Clerk of Court Tilton hoped to keep within 
his appropriation, however, more expense could be expected 
in 1966 with an extra session called. There would be more 
jury drawings and expense in connection with their services. 

In the Sheriff’s department, an increase for deputy 
court attendance which would possibly show an overdraft. 

County Officers expense was again explained due to 
overdraft, extra printing of the County Report, bonding of 
new Treasurer, A reimbursement from the former Treas- 
urer’s bond was received. 

Rep. Guild suggests a new carpet be installed in the 
Court Room. 

Executive Committee Chairman Prescott states that 
more than $40,000.00 had been spent on the Court House 
over a period of years for repairs and replacements. 

Rep. Guild inquires as to Photo-Stat equipment for the 
Register of Deeds office, several makes and models discussed. 

Commissioner Atwood states Rep. Normandin to bring 
data on this equipment, type, prices, model best suited to 
this type of copy. 

Rep. Guild replies this equipment should be acquired 
as soon as possible, would lessen chance for errors as well 
as. speed up work. 

It was reported some towns had not paid the second 
half of the County Tax for 1965. 

Discussion as to a meeting with the full delegation at 
an early date. December 21, 1965 met with approval of all 
present. 

On motion of Rep. Guild, seconded by Rep. Uhlenberg 
and voted unanimously: The commissioners be authorized 
to borrow, for a period of thirty days, the sum of $25,000.00, 
also to use from general fund $6,000.00 (Area accident reim- 
bursement) to meet operational deficit at the County Home. 

Commissioner Atwood states that the State of New 
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Hampshire is very slow in meeting their commitments for 
care of Old Age cases. 
Meeting adjourned on motion of Rep. O’Shan.

A meeting called, on above date, for the purpose of 
hearing the Annual report of the Area Commission, with 
the following members present: Chairman Allan, Repre- 
sentatives Watson, Matheson, Guild, Uhlenberg, deBlois, 
McCarthy, Head, Prescott, O’Shan, Foster, Urie, Joslyn, 
Randall, and Clerk Hayner. Also present, Area Commission 
members, Chairman Millham, Noreen, Ide and Dr. Baker, 
County Attorney Brouillard. 


Commission Chairman Millham proceeds with report 
stating quarterly rotation of Commission Chairman with 
unanimous approval of members. Mr. Millham, being senior 
member, is Chairman for the current quarter therefore 
submits estimated Budget as sent Convention members in 
auditors report, stating income wholly dependent on the 
weather. Area had a net operating loss of $19,000.00 for 
the past year excluding depreciation due to poor skiing. 
However, optimism was voiced over prospects for the coming 
season. The Area opened for skiing last weekend, with a 
four inch hard-packed granular surface, according to Man- 
ager Warner. A year ago, he said skiing did not begin before 
January 21. Of the 36 days in which the Area operated, in 
the past year, there were only seven days of “‘good skiing”’’, 
Mr. Warner stated. 


Chairman Millham stated gross income for the past 
fiscal year dropped $154,000.00 from the prior year, because 
of lack of snow, total gross receipts for 1965 were given as 
only $184,000.00 compared with $338,000.00 for the pre- 
ceding year. 

Commissioner Noreen gave figures to show fixed assets 
were increased during the year by the amount of $221,000.00 
and long term notes reduced by $43,000.00 also stated net 
worth of Area as $979,000.00 at this time. This value placed 
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on Area by the State Tax Commission, he explained plus im- 
provements over the past 27 years plus depreciation. 

The pool installed this past year was not a paying prop- 
osition, however, a future plan to include pool use for a sum 
with camping site permit should show a financial gain. 

Insurance rates, advertising, depreciation, taxes, ski 
tickets day rates, student, and resident ticket rates dis- 
cussed, consensus of opinion being that rates were lower 
than most others in operation, both state and private 
ownership. 

Authorization to borrow not more than $50,000.00 was 
given at a previous meeting it was reported $30,000.00 of 
this amount had been borrowed to date, 

Convention Chairman Allan thanked the Commission 
for their concise report, at which time the Commission 
members left the meeting, a brief recess was called.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


The County Home now includes two wings of a modern, 
well-equipped Infirmary, a renovated Jail and House of Cor- 
rection, and a new Jail Office. Some of the old buildings 
have been removed with much good material salvaged. 


When the Federal Government gives their final approval 
to the Infirmary project and forwards their last payment, 
the Commissioners plan to proceed with plans for the Super- 
intendent’s cottage in pursuance of the vote of the County 
Convention on August 25, 1964, Sometime in the spring, a 
dedication of the new construction is planned to which it 
is hoped many Belknap County residents will be able to come. 


The institution of the Medicare program will bring 
many changes, some of which have been anticipated as a 
result of our modern accounting system, instituted by the 
Commissioners in 1964. The system has been of great help 
in preparing the 1966 budget and we express gratitude to 
i Dana Beane Jr. for his hours of service in instituting 
this. 


The Court House family misses the long and faithful 
service of Harold Aiken, who retired in November. We also 
miss his assistant Mrs. Joan Hamilton, who retired to care 
for her new arrival ‘Charlie’. Mrs. Marie Jordan is the 
new office manager. We also lost an efficient Social Worker 
when Mrs. Helen Adams decided to retire. This office is now 
filled by Mrs. Frances R. Swain. 


We have had an increase in dependent children in the 
last year. At present we have forty-five children in Foster 
homes. These children receive board and care, clothing and 
medical care. 


We now have our own truck to be used around the 
County Home and for the delivery of Surplus Foods. We are 
helping more people with Surplus Foods due to seasonal un- 
employment. We are distributing, butter, cornmeal, white 
and dark flour, dry milk, rice, shortening, rolled wheat, pea- 
nut butter, canned meat in juice and corn grits. The County 
makes monthly deliveries to the ten towns in the County. 
The City of Laconia handles and distributes the foods to 
all eligible State, City and County cases living in Laconia. 


We wish to thank all the different organizations who 
contributed Christmas food baskets to the needy families. 
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The Commissioners express sincere thanks to its Court 
House staff and all who have cooperated in any way, in Bel- 
knap County government, the Convention, cooperating State, 
County and local officials, the Chaplains for spiritual guid- 
ance of our County Home residents, to many local organiza- 
tions and to all others who have contributed services to our 
County.

The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of Bel- 
knap County were examined. Court receipts were checked by source, 
insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court orders 
issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls 
bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm were examined. Receipts of the County Farm were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as recorded 
in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the Superintendent 
through remittances to the County Treasurer.

Current Deficit: 


The current financial condition of the County at the close of the 
last five fiscal years was as follows:

It is noted that in each of the years 1960, 1961, 1962 and 1963 there 
was a current deficit, resulting from an excess of current liabilities 


(all liability accounts except outstanding long term notes and bonds) 
over total assets. 


The current deficits of these years were caused by budget deficits 
brought about by overdrafts of appropriations and the use of non- 
existent surplus as estimated revenue in the budgets to reduce the 
amount of the County taxes. 


In the 1963 budget, for instance, the estimated revenue included 
an item of $29,362.84 to be taken from Surplus. This actually was the 
general fund cash balance as of December 31, 1962, rather than the 
Surplus on that date. Reference to the preceding statement indicates 


that actually there was a current deficit of $22,193.44 as of December 
31, 1962. 


The year of 1964 closed with a current surplus (excess of total 
assets over current liabilities) of $5,972.98. This resulted from a de- 
ficiency appropriation in the amount of $9,763.25, included in the 1964 
budget, plus $40,000.00 from part of the proceeds of long term notes 
issued in 1964 to liquidate current deficits of 1962 and 1963. 


Recommendations: 


In order to remain in sound financial condition any governmental 
unit should have at all times sufficient assets to offset its current 
liabilities. It is therefore recommended that in order to prevent the 
recurrance of deficits the following procedures should be adhered to: 

(1) More realistic preparation of County Budgets 

(2) Avoidance insofar as possible of appropriation overdrafts 

and budget deficits 
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(3) Use of surplus to reduce County taxes only if surplus actually 
exists 


In the 1965 budget, for instance, the maximum amount of surplus 
which could be used as estimated revenue to reduce the County tax 
for that year would be the amount of the current surplus on December 
31, 1964, which was $5,972.98. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 
1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and recom- 
mendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in the next 
annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal should be 
included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits is optional.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap 
County: 


I hereby submit a report of activities at the Belknap 
County Home for the year ending December 31, 1965. 


This past year has been a busy one with the building of 
the new wing which was opened for occupancy in September. 
We moved into this building before it was completed due to 
the fact that we had to evacuate the old building so that it 
could be razed. It was impossible to keep the Infirmary at 
its full capacity of eighty patients during this transition 
which raised the cost per patient slightly. 


The operation of the Jail was most inconvenient for 
two months during the rebuilding of the jail front, however, 
we continued to operate and did not have to board any 
prisoners out. During the rebuilding of the House of Cor- 
rection it was necessary to keep the prisoners in the Jail. 
We had a slight drop in admittance to the Jail and an in- 
crease in the House of Correction. The Jail office now 
handles the Sheriff Dept. radio from 5:00 P. M. until 9:00 
the following morning and weekends. There are now several 
towns on this frequency keeping the turnkey on duty ex- 
tremely busy. 


As the farming has ceased at the County Home, garden- 
ing is our main outside project. We harvested 700 bushels 
of potatoes, plus 100 bushels that we used from August 1; 
approximately 125 bushels of carrots; 80 bushels of beets; 
50 bushels of turnips; plus freezing a ton and a half of string 
beans for winter use; another three tons of squash; and also 
providing seasonal fresh vegetables. 


I wish to thank all who have helped me to make things 
more pleasant at the County Home.

Gentlemen: 


I submit my report as Belknap County Attorney for 
1965: 


Civil Matters 


There are no civil actions either by or against the 
County pending at the end of the year. The action against 
American Universal Insurance Company to recover the de- 
ficiency between coverage and judgments in the tramway 
accident actions by the O’Neills was settled with authoriza- 
tion of the County Commissioners in June 1965 for $6,500. 


Although not directly against the County, there are 
Six actions pending against the Belknap Recreational Area 
Commission, of which five are for personal injuries and one 
for breach of contract. The two other actions for personal 
injuries were disposed of during the year. 


Criminal Matters 


The two Grand Juries convened in 1965 returned a total 
of 49 indictments against 23 persons for commission of the 
following felonies in the number indicated: aggravated as- 
sault (2); breaking and entering and larceny (6); escape 
from jail (3); forgery (8); grand larceny (3); giving false 
information, motor vehicle accident (1); larceny of live- 
stock (16); leaving the scene of accident, personal injury 
resulting (1); false pretense (7); receiving stolen property 
(1); and unnatural act (1). 


Jury trials were had in 5 criminal cases at the February 
Term, with 3 verdicts of guilty, 1 verdict of not guilty, and 
one dismissed. The Court heard 1 jury-waived case and re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty. Fifteen felony cases were dis- 
posed of by pleas of guilty. At the October Term, 5 criminal 
cases were tried by jury with 2 verdicts of guilty, 2 acquit- 
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tals, and one mistrial because of the jury’s inability to 
agree. The Court heard four jury-waived cases and returned 
verdicts of guilty in all cases. Twenty-eight felony charges 
were disposed of by pleas of guilty. 


A number of appeals from district and municipal 
court convictions were disposed of by pleas of guilty or 
withdrawal from the Superior Court. 


Following the June 19 riot at Weirs ‘Beach, I undertook 
prosecution of the thirty-three persons arrested. Charges 
against twenty-one for failure to withdraw or offenses 
stemming from the incident were tried in the Laconia Dis- 
trict Court and all were convicted except for two. Charges 
of the same nature against twelve others were nol prossed. 
Eleven convictions were appealed to the Superior Court 
where they were subsequently disposed of by trial or with- 
drawal of the appeal. Only two are still pending at this time, 
the first will be tried as soon as the defendant is released 
from custody in another state, and, the second, a new trial 
held because of a previous mistrial (inability of jury to 
agree). 


Other Matters 


As in past years, it was necessary to request examination 
of a number of persons accused of sex offenses under the Sex- 
ual Psychopath Law and to refer several persons accused of 
felonies to the New Hampshire Hospital to determine their 
competency to stand trial. The number of cases handled 
under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act, 
as both initiating and responding state, increased very sub- 
stantially. We obtained consent decrees in most cases upon 
receipt of the petitions in this jurisdiction and prior to the 
next term of court, which meant speedy relief for the de- 
pendents for who support was sought.

The nature and purpose of the Chaplain’s work is such 
that it does not lend itself readily to tabulation. Various 
means and activities are involved in the effort to meet the 
deepest needs of persons for whom he ministers. The work 
of the Chaplain is spiritual, and certain activities may be 
named. 


A religious or worship service has been held once a 
month. Such a service has elements that reach the person, 
in mind, emotion and will. The typical service consists of 
Bible reading and prayer, hymn singing, with solo or group 
religious music, and a brief spiritual message or sermon. 
The monthly services have been carried out by the Chaplain 
or other participants, by young people’s and church groups. 
The December meeting was a choral presentation of a Christ- 
mas Cantata, Thus many persons in addition to the chaplain 
have had a part in presenting the message.

Visitation is an important part of the Chaplain’s ac- 
tivity. Visits have been made to residents of the Home on 
two afternoons of each week to help give comfort and cheer, 
encouragement and hope and to aid in the nurture of a vi- 
tal faith in God.

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REPORT OF THE BELKNAP COUNTY 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 
1965 


To the Commissioners of Belknap County: 


County funds augment state and federal funds to main- 
tain the work of the Cooperative Extension Service. This is 
an off-campus, University and USDA-connected service 
available to all people. Education and information is pro- 
vided in Agriculture, Home Economics, 4-H Youth Develop- 
ment, and Forestry. County Extension workers help people 
help themselves to improve their economic, social and cul- 
tural well-being. 


Agriculture 


The work of the Agricultural Agent concerns areas of 
agricultural production, farm business management, mar- 
keting, resource development and public affairs. 


While the number of persons directly involved in farm 
operations decreases quite steadily, our volume of agricul- 
tural gross sales still remains above the $2,000,000 level. 


As city people urbanize rural areas their requests for 
all kinds of assistance from the Extension Service increase! 
These requests include soil analysis, lawn information, the 
control of insects, crop diseases, rodents, snakes, bats, squir- 
rels, water supplies, and information on improvement of 
home grounds, structures, and others. 


A few illustrations of Agricultural Agent work include: 

—a third-year operation of a dairy program to improve 
and maintain “Hi-Q milk from Hi-Q farms’. Such an 
organized system of activities has demonstrated 
value to producers and dealers alike, consumers bene- 
fit too! In fact Giles Dairy of Franklin has adopted 
an identical system including monthly reports to pro- 
ducers as a routine operation, patterned after Bel- 
knap’s Extension Service lead in this effort. 


—Corn trials conducted this year with 14 hybrid varie- 
ties each in Laconia and Sanbornton help to localize 
Hybrid yield comparisons. 


—13 dairy farms with over 500 cows cooperate on Ex- 
tension’s Dairy Herd Improvement program. 


—5 dairy farm businesses are participating in Electron- 
ic Farm Accounting which provides Extension with 
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accurate farm business analysis data for management 
counseling with all farms. 


—For three years drought appraisal by the Agricultural 
Agent has led to Drought Disaster Designation, and 
to the Livestock Feed Program. 


Illustrations of non-farm work of the Agricultural 
Agent include in part: 


—Leadership as Executive Secretary of the County 
RAD (Rural Areas Development) Committee in 1965 
led to: 


1. Completion and publishing (on request of the 
Laconia City Planning Board) of “A Study Re- 
lating to the feasibility of a Central Incinerator 
for Belknap County or part of it’’. 


2. RAD promotion and sponsorship of a County- 
wide meeting in the Martha Prescott Auditor- 
ium, Laconia, where 90 people from throughout 
the county learned details of “The Economic 
Opportunity Act’, and 


3. to RAD’s county-wide development of Curricu- 
lum Proposals for the N. H. Vocational Insti- 
tute in the Lakes Region.

Home Economics 


Being a homemaker is a profession, about the most im- 
portant and rewarding profession there is. Yet how many 
homemakers have any real training or education for their 
job? A wife and mother must be a nurse, a teacher, a dieti- 
tian, a psychologist, a financial wizard, a management 
specialist as well as a maid, a cook, a laundress and a seam- 
stress, to name just a few. We expect her to do all of these 
like an expert with little guidance or prior training. Yet if 
this same homemaker were to work outside the home, as 
many do, she would get “‘on the job” training or previous 
schooling would be required. 


The Cooperative Extension Service through its home 
Economics program provides this “on the job” training for 
homemakers. By means of meetings, workshops, educational 
bulletins, individual help, newsletters, T.V. classes, news- 
paper columns and radio information, Extension fulfills an 
important function. 
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Overall, the purpose of Home Economics education is 
to help families achieve healthier and more satisfying lives. 
Understandably, there are many facets to this job that can- 
not be done in one training period. Each year, however, we 
try to include the kinds of information and skills, in our 
program for which the homemaker has the greatest need. 


On this basis, during the year 1965, meetings and/or 
workshops were held to help Belknap County homemakers— 


—develop knowledge and skills in the area of nutrition 
and food preparation. 


—improve ability to select and prepare meats. 

—learn proper freezing preservation methods. 

—gain insight into family life of Hawaii and Venezuela. 
—recognize factors involved in fabric cleaning. 
—improve skills as consumers. 


—more fully appreciate the importance of looking her 
best. 


—learn specific construction skills for making clothing, 
from simple garments to tailoring. 


—learn specific construction skills of upholstery, chair 
seating, rug braiding and furniture refinishing. 


—learn to clean, adjust and care of sewing machine. 


—gain insight into the significance of family communi- 
cation. 


—understand the developmental needs of children. 
—develop guidelines for selecting wall surfaces that 
aesthetically are pleasing as well as practical. 


—recognize the importance of maintaining home and 
equipment in sound and safe condition. 


—learn to do minor mechanical repairs around the 
house. 


—gain a better understanding of taxes and tax policies 
of N. H. 


—gain insight into the ways nutrition and health affect 
the heart. 


—recognize adequate electrical wiring in the home and 
develop knowledge of its use. 


—learn importance of correct installation, types and 
care of hard floor coverings.

By working through previously mentioned media, help 
was given to homemakers in the selection and care of food - 
its preservation and preparation: selection and care of home 
furnishings, equipment and clothing: child guidance; money 
management and numerous other areas, 


Our greatest challenge has been reaching young home- 
makers and disadvantaged families. Much has been accom- 
plished with each group and hopefully more can be done in 
1966.

4-H Youth Development 


4-H is the Youth program of the Cooperative Extension 
Service. It is a National organization for boys and girls 
with over 2,000,000 members in every State in the United 
States. The 4 “H’s” represent the four-fold development of 
the Head, Heart, Hands, and Health. 4-H’ers have a pledge 
which is usually repeated at all 4-H club meetings and activ- 
ities: 


“T pledge my Head to clearer thinking, 
my Heart to greater loyalty, 
my Hands to larger service, and 
my Health to better living, for 
my club, my community, and my country.” 


A 4-H Club is an organized group of five or more young 
people between 9 and 19. Any boy or girl, regardless of 
place of residence, is eligible to join. 


The goals of 4-H are similar to those of the school and 
church . . . to help youth to grow into useful and mature 
citizens in our democracy . . . to help them use science 
and the arts to improve their daily living . . . and to help 
them select and prepare for satisfying jobs. 


In 4-H, the members take part in projects they have 
chosen; these projects are real-life, useful activities. In the 
county in 1965, 105 members were enrolled in agricultural 
projects including Dairy, Forestry, Gardening, Livestock, 
Mechanics, and Poultry; 207 were enrolled in Home Econo- 
mics projects — child care, clothing, Foods, Home Manage- 
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ment, and Room Improvement; and 184 took part in general 
interest projects such as crafts, citizenship, careers, dog 
care, electricity, health, horsemanship, leadership, photo- 
graphy, woodworking, and Drum and Bugle Corps. The fas- 
test growing projects are Horsemanship, Dog Care, Crafts 
and Woodworking. 


In addition to project work, 4-H’ers take part in many 
activities such as Fairs, Demonstrations, Camp, Fashion 
Show, Cooky Sale, and Youth Institute at the University of 
New Hampshire. 


In 1965 there were 417 4-H members in the county lo- 
cated in all ten towns and Laconia. 95 were from farms, 238 
from rural non-farm areas, and 84 from urban places. Since 
most members enroll in more than one project, total projects 
taken were 1,207. 92 Volunteer Adult Leaders were respon- 
sible for teaching these projects and they were assisted by 
55 Junior Leaders (older 4-H members). 


General supervision of the projects and administration 
of the program are the responsibilities of the County 4-H 
Youth Development Agent. The local club leaders provide 
the leadership and the energy and enthusiasm which makes 
the program move forward.

Forestry 


Woodlands in Belknap County are presently in an ex- 
tremely critical period of rehabilitation, Thousands of wood- 
land owners are involved in the stewardship of over 220,000 
acres, and many with the assistance of the County Forester 
are making an effort to improve their properties so they 
will produce worthy of their potentials. Under the guidance 
of the County Forester, these individuals are planting trees, 
killing weed species, culling undesirable trees, pruning crop 
trees, developing recreation areas, making improvement and 
harvest cuttings, developing access roads and practicing 
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whatever conservation is necessary in the management of 
their woodlands. 


The role of the County Forester is so complex that it 
is indescribable! Using an educational rather than a service 
approach, the County Forester handles requests concerning 
Christmas tree production, recreation, shade tree problems, 
woodland improvement practices, timber sales, maple syrup 
production and firewood. These are, however, only a few 
examples. His assistance may range from helping a young 
student locate some planaria in December to helping a 
farmer locate markets for his timber. The County Forester 
is an active R.A.D. member, serves on the Conservation 
Needs Inventory Committee, participates in the I.F.Y.E. pro- 
gram, and assists youth forestry efforts. He prepares news 
releases each week, and presents many talks on forestry 
throughout the county. 


New Hampshire is unique in that the forester is an ex- 
tension agent rather than a service forester. This arrange- 
ment enables the forester to emphasize education and leave 
the service opportunities to private consulting foresters and 
other individuals. This situation has produced a healthy, 
productive, and effective relationship. 


During the 1965 Fiscal Year the County Forester show- 
ed an increase over the previous year in 25 of 26 items re- 
ported in the “Annual Cooperative Forest Management Re- 
port.” The County Forester handled 521 cases (including 69 
new landowners), involving 18,269 acres of woodland. He 
assisted owners in marking 160,000 board feet of timber; 
and, supervised the completion of 484 acres of weeding and 
thinning, 74 acres of pruning, and 31 acres of tree planting. 
He also serviced over 100 requests for shade tree assistance, 
Returns to woodland owners assisted by the County Forester 
amounted to a gross profit of $36,600. 


Your County Forester holds a Bachelor of Science De- 
gree in Forestry from U.N.H., and a Master’s Degree in 
Forestry from Yale University. He is anxious to utilize his 
education, experience, and effort in the rehabilitation of 
the 220,000 acres of woodland in Belknap County that exist 
as a great resource with tremendous potentials worthy of 
the necessary stewardship.
